But there are also attractions 
to draw people heavenward. The 
Spirit draws, the Father druws, 
prayer draws, our departed rel- 
atives and friends who have 
died in the faith draw, the de- 
scription of heaven with all of 
its beauties and glory makes a 
special attraction. To me there 
are more and stronger attrac- 
tions heavenward than hell- 
ward. The drawing power up- 
ward is much stronger than the 
down pull. ae 

I do not know that it seems 
this way to every one. I suppose 
it does not or there would not be 
so many ship wrecks o; faith 
and ruined lives lying out in the 
ditch by the way side. I admit 
that conditions are such that 
they make the Christian path a 
rugged thorny one, but while 
this is true there is a strong un- 
seen force that continues to pull 
up the steeps and over the crags 
dragging its load on and on up 
the heights toward heaven. 


We sometimes sing,“Ofor a 
closer walk with God.” And this 
is indeed our prayer. We have 


the same privilege of walking 
with God as the saints in other 
ages, and history shows. that 


there have been many that 
walked with God. Enoch walk- 


ed with God before the flood. 
Noah walked with God and was 
perfect in his generation. Sam- 
uel, David and a host of others 
walked with God in their days. 
So we know it is possible to get 
closer to God and walk with 
Him. Paul commands us_ to 
“walk in the Spirit.” He goes a 
little further and shows that we 
may “live in the Spirit.” (Gal. 
5:16, 25.) 

There is a sacred place in the 
presence of God where every 
child of God should dwell. It may 
be like a watered garden and 
springs of living water. There is 
a life giving flow that invigorates 


_the soul and so braces it up un- 


til the storms and tempests of 
Satan can scarcely disturb. The 
roar may be heard, and the in- 
fluence slightly felt, bit no dis- 
turbance nor excitement is 
known. 


In the second chapter of Ho- 
sea occurs one of those bright 
little expressions which indicates 
the tenderness and sweetness of 
the presence of God. “Thou 
shalt call me Ishi (that is, my 
husband.) This is full of mean- 
ing. It indicates both a lover and 
protector. It also denotes a pro- 


the term Ishi is that of divine 
humanity. It is the term by 
which the Holy Ghost frequently 
designates the God-man. It is a 
phrase used to express all that 
is pure, affectionate, loyal and 
beautiful in godly men.” 


The word Ishi is radiant 
through and through with the 
soft, sweet light of a high and 
holier world. Of all the rich 
words inthe old Testament none 
fell on a pure Hebrew maiden’s 
heart so full of rich sunlight and 
love as the word Ishi, for that 
dear old word expressed the 
compound idea of a bridegroom 
and a coming Christ. And it was 
the perpetual golden dream of 
a Hebrew maid to have a true 
husband andbe the maternal 
ancestor of Messiah; and the 
whole of this dream was collect- 
ed in Ishi. Get closer to God. 
“Thou shalt call me Ishi.” The 
plain English thought of this 
passage is: I will take you 
from being a hired _ servant 
and make you my bride. 


So many people are too far 
from God. The word Baali rep- 
resents a large class of religious 
people, to whom religion is a 
groan, and a sweat, and tire- 
some battle with the heart. 
There is no gush of golden glad 
ness in the soul, and when they 
pray, they only get far enough 
along to call God Master. The 
very sound and words denotes 
distance. But Ishi contains in it 
the full, tender, laughing, eman 
cipated worship of love. 
The music of marriage bells, 
the joyousness of a nuptial ban- 
quet, the purity and bliss of 
holy wedded love, are all inicid- 
ed in the rich Hebrew term Ishi. 
There is no other single word in 
the Old Scriptures which so del- 
icately and forcibly expresses the 
celestial experience of holy wed- 
lock. It is an experience which, 
of its own richness, covers it 
self all over with radiant and 
holy names; but after we have 
gone over the names purity, 
sanctification, holiness, high 
life, full salvation, perfection, the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost, 
gifts, signs, there still seems a 
shade of the experience which 
nothing can express till we copy 
the words of Isaiah, Hosea, 
Paul, and John, and call it the 
marriage of the soul to Jesus. 


When Baali falls from our re- 
ligious vocabulary and Ishi fills 
our mouths, we then rise from 
drudgery to delight, from law to 
love, from penance to fullness, 
from poverty to power, from 
faintness to fulness, from  sad- 
ness to sunlight, from indwell- 
ing sin to an indwelling Savior, 
from widowhood to wedlock, 
from heavy mourning to a heav- 
enly marriage! 


I am sure that many of us 
need to get closer to God, The 





religious life and experience can 
be pretty accurately measured 


dressed. Those who never pray, 
refer to the Deity by the uni- 


versal term God. Inside of this 
circle is another class who are 


not religious, but have an ele- 
ment of fear and reverence in 
them, who speak of Him as 
their Maker. The next circle 
may represent the awakened 
and penetential class of charac- 
ter, who begin to use qualifying 
adjectives, as merciful God, etc. 
The next circle of Spiritual 
character may be the new born, 
who rise to the blessed use of 
the title Father. 


I do not want to say too much 
here, but having had a long ‘ex- 
Perience among people who pray 


I feel that I may not be far 
wrong in taking the spiritual 
temperature by the terms that 
are used involuntarily, or as a 
kind of natural instinct. With 
the great majority of Chrstians, 
who have been born of the Spir- 
it, but who have staid close tu 
where they started and have not 
gone on to perfection, we fre- 
quently note the divine titles 
Heavenly Father, Blessed Mas- 
ter, Gracious Lord, and often the 
grander but colder titles as Thou 
Almighty Ruler, etc. 


But there is another circle of 
spiritual character 
the Holy Ghost leads those 
children of God who are perfect- 
ly humbled and perfectly conse- 
crated, and this class of charac- 
ter will often address, in public, 
each Person of the Blessed 
Trinity,in just as endearing titles 
as good taste will permit. How 
natural it is for those who 
breathe the inner-heart-life of 
Jesus, and are specially close to 
Him, to open their mouths in 
prayer, with “Dear Jesus,” 
“Dear Father,” and titles of that 
order. I know I am treading on 
delicate ground as well as holy 
ground, but the most delicate 
part of this theme is never 
heard in public; the purified 
soul does have a style of address- 
ing itself to its Purifier, which is 
too personal and_= sacred _ for 
strange ears to hear, and pours 
itself out only in the affectionate 
communing of the closet. But 
the word which the sanctified 
soul whispers to Jesus in the 
closet, is the very word which 
the Church of God will sing at 
the marriage supper of the 
Lamb; Ishi, my Husband, my 
spouse, my Immortal Love! As 
a tree reveals its kind of life by 
the color and odor of its flower, 
so the life of the soul will un- 
fold itself in the hue and frag 
rance of its prayers and words. 
The wedded heart will put itsel 
in wedded phrase, and call its 
Lord by a new name which ths 
Spirit alone can give. 


In that wonderful fifty fourth 
chapter of Isaiah the Holy Ghost 
through ‘the prophet uses some 
very endearing terms which in- 
dicate a very close relationship 
with God. “Thy Maker is thine 
husband.” What a glorious in- 
vitation to draw nearer to God! 
Who would not want to accept 
this invitation so it can be said, 
“Thy Maker is thine husband.” 
Both a caretaker and a lover. 
And he goes futher and _ says 
“The Lord of hosts is his name.” 
There is something near and 
dear about these expessions.

Then the prophet pro- 
ceeds to enumerate the richness 
of the blessings that are to fol- 
low. Everything beauti~ul and 
grand. The children are to be 
cared for ina special matner 
and those that gather together 
against her shall tajl. \nd no 
matter about the roar cf tke en- 
emy and the awful onslaught of 
his satanic majesty as he bears 
down upon nev with tervifie 
force she stands shielded and 
kept by power divine. No weapon 
that is formed against her shall 
prosper. 


But to have this protection 
one must truly get close to God. 
No wandering away, or walking 
zigzag life. Doubts and ques- 
tions must not be entertained. 
Settled, _ fixed, rooted and 
grounded in love. Truly the Lord 
honors His Word and _ blesses 
those who obey it. One need not 
expect to walk near the Lord and 
rest under His sheltering wings 
without obedience. Disobedience 
brings fret and worry and lands 
one into shame and shipwreck. 
Obedience invites the pleasure 
and favor of our Heavenly Fath- 
er. In His wonderful discourse 
to Israel on the importance of 
obedience Moses told them that 
God had not chosen them and 
set His love upon them because 
they were more in number than 
any people, “for” said He, “ye 
were the fewest of all people,” 
but it was because the Lord 
loved them. This is true of His 
people today. The true blue are 
few in number,:but God lavishes 
His wonderful love upon them 
and blesses those beyond meas- 
ure who serve Him faithfully 
and obey His Word and His 
“still small voice” in everything. 


Love does the choosing, and 
of course He chooses those who 
are willing to be loved, and who 
are willing to be saved by love. 
“Ye have not chosen me,” said 
Jesus, “but I have chosen you 
* * * that ye should go and bring 
forth fruit.’”’ Love knows its ob 
ject. Jesus, from His heart, 
chooses those to be His bride 
who are willing in this life to be 
made conformable unto His 
froni the death of 
Self to bear much fruit. Even af- 
ter entering the kingdom of 
Christ, our rank in that kingdom 
is according to the measure of 
our drinking His cup and being 
baptized with His baptisin. 


We are all familiar with the 
idea of adoption, the witness of 
the spirit, which makes us feel 
that we are the children of God 


Scriptures representing the es- 
pousal of the soul to Christ, the 
heavenly Bridegroom. What in- 
finite care does Jesus take to 
domesticate us in His Father’s 
family, to draw out our affec- 
tions to angels and saints, to 
make us feel perfectly at home 
in the heavenly places. And how 
slow we are sometimes to ap- 
preciate this heavenly home cir 
cle to which Christ brings the 
soul He desires to espouse. 


What a strange and alarming 
experience it is, that when the 
believer begins to seek earnestly 
for an increase of grace and 
power, God answers him by re- 
vealing more than ever his spir- 
tual poverty and utter weakness, 
so that often what little strength 
he had is shorn from him. Ah, 
soul! in order that new God-giv- 
en energy may be given, those 
remnants of natural strength, of 
natural will power, which have 
so often deceived you, and in 
which you have so often uncon- 
sciously trusted, must all be 
taken away. God's strength is 
made perfect only at the point 
where our weakness is made 
perfect. 


Dear friend, are you drawing 
closer to God? Do you still cry 
out from the depth of your soul, 
make me like Him? Oh, what 
desolation .God has to make all 
through us to beautify us for 
Himself! Christian people seem 
to think it is all right for God to 
desolate sinners, in order to con- 
vert them; yet thousands of 
them are under the miserable 
delusion that they must not be 
desolated in order to their per- 


fect transformation into the 
mind of Jesus. But if you 
desire to get closer to God 


so you can nestle under His 
protecting wing and glory as 
we are rapidly approaching 
the day of the Lord’s venge- 
ance onthe earth you must 
submit to His ways and 
methods. You must remember 
that the Lord honors His Word 
and blesses those who obey it in 
what ever it says rightly divided. 


We are preparing for the com 
ing of our heavenly Bridegroom 
and this means that we must 
work harder than ever in these 
perilous times. Talk about rest 
and vacations, we must hardly 
think of such. While in certain 
instances where people have 
overworked themselves it may 
be refreshing and invigorating to 
take a short season of rest, but 
often the best rest comes in ser- 
vice. For some who have no 
time for rest their only hope is 
translation.

Oh, how Jesus loves the soul 
that is abandoned to His arms 
without any reserve, that has 
did an unchangable and _ eternal 
adieu to the last vestiges of old 
self! The soul that will gladly 
take Him for better or worse: 
the soul that thirsts to drink of 
His spirit, to partake of the 
traits of His mind, and to go 
forth with Him on the _battle- 
fields of time, sharing His for- 
tunes in the plan of saving the 
world. Yes, we must work hard- 


er than ever in these perilous, 





times, bcause the work must be 
done and there are so few to do 
it. I would rather shorten my 
days by working hard for my 
Master than to prolong my days 
by taking off days for recreation. 
I would rather fall in my tracks 
doing my best than to do half 
my best and linger for days and 
months on a sick bed. 


We get tired, of course, but 
the work has to be done if we 


are tired. When I used to plow 
and work hard on the farm I 
had to get up and go whether 
I felt good or not. Sometimes 
I forced myself off of the bed 
in the early morning and have 
fallen on the floor a helpless 
heap where I remained for a few 
minutes before I came to my- 
self. As soon as I regained con- 
sciousness, up I jumped and 
hastened off to my work in @ 
run and kept it up through the 
entire day and late at night. I 
was working then for the world. 
Must I not do better for my Lord 
who purchased my redemption 
at such a cost? Last night I 
worked late—retired at a few 
minutes after midnight, and at 
one fifteen the phone rang and 
this was a call to hurry out 
nearly two miles to pray for a 
sick brother, after the prayer | 
ran back and snatched about 
two hours sleep and then out 
at my work again, and tonight 
I am delivering this love mes- 
sage to about seventy five 
thousand souls. And what is my 
reward for all this? That I may 
have the pleasure of working 
hard for Him that suffered and 
died for me to keep my soul out 
of hell. And, too, if by my con- 
stant toil I can keep one soul 
out of hell that would go there 
if I took things more moderate 
it will be a reward eternally. If 
by me working harder and hard- 
erl can save one soul that 
otherwise would be lost then my 
reward will be full. Hallelujah! 


Get closer to God? Of course 
we must! Obey His Word? Yes 
indeed we must! Work harder 
than ever in these perilous 
times? Oh, brother, sister , dear 
ones everywhere, how can we 
afford not to do it when souls 
are at stake and dropping into 
hell by the millions while we 
sleep a few hours! O yes, my 
dearly beloved, letus really get 
closer to God and stick cloSe to 
each other and work harder for 
Him and His beautiful Church 
for the sake of Him who gave 
Himself aransom for many. 
He, our blessed Redeemer, de- 
serves all of our energy and 
strength and then we can never 
repay Him for what He has done 
for us. Let us be a unit and give 
ourselves to Him in a more 
definite way tonight than any 
time in the past.
